It le the ooneananie 
tdiey anenated frcsa the Plnetree tean^ IfeTertheleeef the June reaupply aehedule wae 
abendoned. The preesore of other flying oonaitsMitB and the faot that flTe aerial 
praittrati<me direotly to the ZBSiower area had been made ainoe April influeaoed the 
deolsion to ceaae temporarily. 

2. The firet flight departed LCllrink at 2025 hours local on 18 June, climbed 
to 8,000 feet A8L crolslng altitude, ; rooeeded over Identil^ (1), than vest of 
Tdontlty (2) to a poaitlon of Identity (3), theaee to IdentllT^ (4). LCBatland wee 
entered from 9,000 feet indicated altitude at 2324 hours local orer Identity (5)« 

On a tme heading of 68 degrees the flight continued to ZHShower. From there 

DZ # 1 (identity 6) wae picked up and circled tnm 5^,000 fMt ASL (0OO->1|OOO 
foot above the ground) at 2359 hours. All was ^et. Following Idoatlty 
DZ # 2 (Identllgr 8) wee reached end surveyed at O02O| thenoe to DZ # 3 (identity 9) 
at 0030 hours. Rettcrning to the Tiolnlty of ZJRghovwr, the aircraft veered towmrd 
DZ # 1 again, but not direotly over lt» and seaaned the target. There vez*e no 
li^ts of ai^ sort. At 0053 a pass es aeds over ZRSiover to discharge seme 15,000 
Valuable leaflets. Flying direotly to ^ # 4 (Identily 10) one lig^ appeared near 
Identity (7) on the ^ope of the 555 meter hei^t of Identity (11). The li^t, 
similar to the beam of a xnthor powerful haad torch, was mmaentary, and onoe #»-' 
tingoished, it did not reiqipoar. The seme ^ling occurred at the 893 meter pMfc 
near Identity (12). On the contrary, DZ # 4» reaohed at 0058 houra, was desolate. 
The target was left on a true headingof 234 degrees at 0l06 hours. The remaining 
Valuable leaflets, aome 5*8,000, were scattered orm the southerly approaches to 
Identify (13). I^t wae made at the original point of entry at 0125 hours from 
6,500 feet The returm flight was made on reciprocal headings and the elroraft 

landed LCDrink at 0410 heura. Total time of flight! 7 hours 45 minutes; total tins 
in LCBatland 2 hours 1 miante. It was reported that the visibility was from poor 
to fair. Upper air winds were from north to northeast at 20 to 25 mphj no surfaoo 
winds. The lights of Identity (I4) wore seen while flying Inbound, 21lShowor was 
dork. 



3. The second flight departed LCDrlnk at 2105 hoiu7S local on 19 June, continued 
on course thorou^ Identity (1), on west of Identity (2) to a poaitlon at Identity (16). 
There the course was altered to 40 degrees, LCBatland was entered at 0025 hours a 
shade north of Identity (15) over Identity (17), itself easily recogniaable. Flying

light that was not seen the first time over, was now seen to fliok on and off

A* Both fli^its, firom the standpoint of enoogr reaction, were notably uneventful* 
However, on the inbound fll^t at 0028 hours, three large eonoentratlons of lights, 
similar to the effect given by lighted hangars, were seen in the close vicinity of 
the Identity (30) aesrodrome, ^icdi was clearly visible, Tliey formed a semi-olrcle 
e»d ware seen again at 02A6 hours on the outbound flight, (Sotet A check of the 
aerodrosMi drawing here did not clearly reveal aiy such grouping of buildings* One 
thought ooexurred that this could be an assembly arrmigement for the 10 FJSteal 
fightaers reported to have been shipped in camouflaged orates to LCBatland)*
